Reuter has received communication of the 
following official telegram from the Belgian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs -— 

The Belgian Government has received through 
an indirect channel communications which have 
throwa light on the intentions of Germany 
towards Belgium. Those communications were 
tranamitted from Berne to the Belgian Ministry 
of Foreign Aflairs, which immediately brought 
them to the knowledge of the Allied Govern- 
ments. The Belgian Government has received 
no formal proposition coming directly from the 
Imperial Gowermment. According to the com- 
munications received, the mtentaon of Germany 
would be to demand of Belgium that she should 
bind herself to effect a solution of the languages

This had hitherto been an exceliont, solid cured 
meat, specially prepared, emoked, aad 4ried 
for the English market. A fair price was fixed for 
this meat now for th» Irish trade. Immediately 
this wes done, instead of the former beauti- 
ful Irish meat, we got a wet, green. rky, 
badly cured meat at the samo price which was 
fixed for the original quality of exporting meat. 
being much dearer than 
American bacon. 

Now, for reasons already given in your paper, 
the production of Irish pigs hae fallen off. and. 
to make up the deficit, we have been allocated 
a quantity of American bacon for Ireland.
